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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed October 1 , 2007 has been received and considered. 
Claims 1-13,16-26 are currently pending. Claims 14 and 15 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 -1 3, 1 6-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Design patent AU 3125/02 in view of Waddell et al. '985 and Leone et al. '832. 

Regarding claims 1-13,16-26 AU 3125/02 is applicant's prior design publication 
showing a similar construction to that in the instant application, as readily apparent from 
the drawings. 

AU 3125/02 lacks a specific showing of the rubber fender assembly. 

The reference to Waddell shows a similar loading dock assembly having a fender 
12 and spring arrangement 20 surrounding the bolts at 14,18. 

The reference to Leone et al. '832 shows that the bumper assembly 14 can be 
made of a resilient/flexible material and teaches an alternative "T-Slot" slidable 
mounting arrangement at 46 (see col. 1 lines 53-58). 

One having ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to have provided 
the construction of AU 3125/02 with a fender, since Waddell teaches a similar structural 
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arrangement, while making the fender from a resilient member and mounting it to the 
support surface using a T-slot guide track arrangement, as taught by Leone et al. 

4. Claims 1-1 3, 16-26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Waddell in view of Leone et al.. 

This rejection of the claims is relied upon largely as explained above. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13,16-26 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
